of beef or any juicy lean part; cut It in

.ponr over it one pint of cold water. Let 
it stand half an hour or more, 03 conven- 
ient; then put. it in a broad basin, and 
as it begins to 'heat press the meat with 
the back of a silver or wooden spoon, 
.until all the juice is'expressed.' If the 
water cooks away add a little from the 
teakettle, so as to have the same quan- 
tity when done. Season it with^a little 
salt and pepper, if allowable, and heat 
as needed. I prefer this for use without 
straining.—Cor.
